Chosen for Supreme 


as Traveler. 


Bench—Set Record 


By the Associated Press. 

HE enduring fame of the 
greatest traveler in American 

* public life, William Howard 
Taft, twenty-sevyenth President of 
the United States and its tenth 
Chief Justice, may be ascribed in 
history to the confidence he radi- 
ated. Caring nothing for politics, ' 
he was not influenced by partisan 
motives, » 

Mr. Taft was the first man in 
history to fill the two great offices 
of chief executive and Chief Jus- 
tice. ; 

Mr. Taft was precipitated into 
politics from a law office in Cin- 
cinnati. Oddly enough both he and 
Theodore Roosevelt became known 
in Washington public life about the 
same time. They first met when 
Mr. Roosevelt was Civil Service 
Commissioner and Mr. Taft was 
Solicitor-General. They were 
quickly attracted to gach other and 
there began the friendship which 
resulted in the dominating influ- 
ence Mr. Roosevelt later exercised 
ever his friend’s political career, 

Mr. Roosevelt generally was 
Taft 
President, and most political ob- 
servers agree that he unmade him 
four years later. Backed by the 
Roosevelt influence, Mr. Taft was 
elected President in 1908 by the 
overwhelming majority of 321 
electoral votes of a total of 488. 
With the Roosevelt influence 
against him and Col. Roosevelt 
himself a candidate on a third 
party ticket in 1912. Mr. Taft re- 
ceived only eight votes of a tofal 
of 531. 

Left White House Gladly. 

It was said of Mr. Taft at this 
time that although he was the 
worst defeated President he was 
the best loser. He left the White 


House in the happiest frame of 
mind, apparently glad to lay down 
the cares of' state, which had been 
far greater than he anticipated. 

His brief tenure in the office of 
President was made notable by the 
greatest split that had ever oc- 
curred in the Republican party, 
and by the birth of the National 
Progressive party beaded by Col. 
Roosevelt and his friends. When 
the split started or how it 
first grew no One has yet related 
with any degree of certainty. None 
of the explanations offered seem 
to account for a rupture of that 
strong bond of friendship which 
had existed between the two men 
up to the mioment Mr. Taft took 
the oath of executive office and 
Col, Roosevelt set sail for his 
African hunting trip. 

It is known that some of Col. 
Roosevelt's friends in Washington 
did not fare as well at ‘the hands 
of the Taft administration as they 
had expected; and it is also known 
that Mr. Taft'as President did not 
consult the Colonel so freely as he 
did when he was in the subordinate 
position of. Secretary of War in the 
Roosevelt Cabinet. Letters dis- 
patched from the White House to 
the wilds of Africa were few and 
far between, and it was later in- 
timated by some of Mr. Taft's 
friends that this silence on the 
part of the new President was not 
regarded with great favor by is 
old chief. Then, too, it was said 
that Col. Roosevelt felt that Mr. 
Taft had not Been as assiduous in 
developing and carrying forward 
the “Roosevelt policies,” as the 
former President had expected. 

The Break With Roosevelt. 

In any event it developed that 
by the time Col. Roosevelt emerged 
from the jungle and headed back 
to the United States the break was 
an established fact—established to 
everybody except President Taft. 
He was the last to acknowledge 
that Col. Roosevelt's feelings 
toward him had changed and he 
refused for several years to believe 
that Col. Roosevelt had  deter- 
mined to array himself in opposi- 
tion. Some of Col. Roosevelt's 
Washington friends hastened to 
meet him as he came from Africa 
and it was believed in Washington 
that they had much to do with in- 
fluencing him against Mr. Taft. 
These men later were” prominent 
in the councils of the Progredsive 
party, They had clashed with Mr. 
Taft from almost the first day of 
his administration. 

Shortly after his return to Amer- 
lea, In 1910, Col. Roosevelt called 
on President Taft at the summer 
White House in Beverly, Mass. 
Those who witnessed.this meeting 
will never forget it... There was a

Not once did he utter a 
harsh word toward the man he al- 
ways referred to as “the Presi-| 
dent.” 
“IT learned to call him that while 
I was in his cabinet,” said Mr. 
Taft, “and somehow or other I 
cannot think of him in any other 
light.” , | 
In Politics at 23. : 
A grouping of all Mr. Taft’s po- 


of his remarkable and rapid rise 


to.the presidency. He was assist- 
ant prosecuting attorney of Ham- 
ilton County, Cincinnati, O., at 23 
years of age; collector of internal 
revenue at 24; judge of' the §48- 
perior Court of Ohio at 29; Solicitor 
General of the United States at 32; 
judge of the Federa)] Circuit Court 
at 34; Civil Governor of the Phitip- 
pine Islands at 43; Secretary of 
War in the Roosevelt Cabinet at‘ 
46, and President of the United 
States at 61. At the age of 55 He 
was again a private citizen, later 
becoming Chief Justice at the age 
of 63. ) 

‘It was this equipment of a won- 
derful record in public office that 
led many people to predict that Mr. 
Taft would make an ideal Presi- 
dent. His training, they said, had 
all been in that direction and he 
would bring to the office a broau- 
er and more varied experience in 
public affairs than any other Pres- 
ident previously could boast. After 
he was .-installed in the White 
House, however, many of Mr. Taft's 
most loyal friends realized that 
perhaps his training had not been 
altogether of the right sort. His’ 
offices had been held almost w ol- 
ly through appointment. He had 
been before the electorate but on :e 
in all hir public career prior to the! 
time he was elected to the p’si- 
dency. This was when he success- 
fully ran for superior judge in 
Ohio after having served on that 
bench by appointment as successor 
to Judson Harmon, who. had been 
invited into the Cleveland cabinet. 

Mr. Taft, therefore, had not been 
raised in the school of practical 
politics; he had not rubbed elbows 
with the men in the political 
trenches, nor fought his way up 
from the ranks. ° Consequently, he 
lacked that keen insight into the 
motives and the methods of the 
practical politician which many of 
his predecessors had possessed in 
large degree and had used effec- 
tively, PRS 

Clashed With Officeseekers. 
Public office had been thrust up- 


on Mr. Taft all the way up to the 
highest gift of the people. The 
stage always was set in advance. 
And so it was that Mr, Taft could 


not understand the ravenous ap- 
petite of many of the men of party 
politics, he could not comprehend 
the thipst for office, the ery for 
preferment. In all his pubjic ca- 
reer up to the very portal of the 
White House he had never held 
an office which carried patronage 
with it. 

When he became President and 
the nation-wide rush for patronage 
began Mr. Taft was all but dum- 
founded. He had no patience 
whatever with the officeseekers 
and the fact that a man sought of- 
fice seemed to Mr. Taft to unfit 
him: for that office. He turned 
many faithful party workers away 
from the White House empty hand- 
ed. Mr. Taft took many of the 
trips for which he gras famous as 
President just to get away from 
the sordid officeseeker. He de- 
clared it wag the only way he 
could get a moment's rest. The 
secret service men who went along 
were as carefully warned against 
officeseekers as.they were against 
suspicious cranks. 


Mr. Taft's judicial turn of mind 
led him to a complete underyaluing 
of publicity tn the conduct of his 
administration. Not once during his 
term as President did he Bhow a 
comprehension of the benefit that 
might accrue from using the news- 
papers to test public sentiment on 
important issues. He read few 
ne and did not appreciate | 
their influence upon public opinion,

War, Then Elected President} 


Achieyed His Life-Long Ambition When 
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newspaper publicity caused him to 
delay the preparation of many ‘of 
his messages and state papers until 
it was too late to mail them in full 
throughout the country and he had 
to be content with hurried tele- 
graphic summaries of some of his 
most important utterances. 


Some of the members of Mr. 
Taft’s own administration felt that 
this lack of appreciation of public- 
ity was a serious handicap from the 
very start. Mr. Roosevelt had. used 
the newspapers so freely that the 
silence which ensued when Mr. 
Taft took up the reins of Govern- 
ment led to an impression that lit- 
tle or nothing was being done at 
the White House and _ criticisms be- 
gan to grow. The early part of Mr. 
Taft’s administration also coincided 
with the heyday of the so-called 
muckraking magazines and ail of 
these at some time took occasion to 
find fault with Mr. Taft and his 
method ef conducting public af- 
fairs. Although many of these crit- 
ticisms obviously were unfair and 
were resented by friends of the 
President, Mr. Taft seldom replied 
to them. From a keenly resentful 
attitude at first, he soon grew into 
a feeling that justice wag not to be 
had. Time after timeawhen he was 
urged to make certain statements 
or do certain things, Mr. Taft would 
reply: 

“Oh, what's the use! Whatever 
I do or say is sure to be miscon- 
strued or twisted around in such 
@ manner that even I will not be 
able to recognize my own mo- 
tives.”

The feeling that he was a party 
man and owed a lasting debt of 
gratitude to the Republican party 
for having bestowed the presidency 
on him, led Mr. Taft to give per- 
haps too willing an ear to the men 


he regarded as dominating Re- 
publican forces at the - national 
eapital. For his intimacy with 
Senator Aldrich and his many con- 
sultations with Speaker Cannon 
and others who were regarded as 
reactionaries by the progressive 
wing of the party, Mr. Taft was 
sharply and constantly: arraigned. 
Mr. Taft was not particularly fond 
of Mr. Cannon, but Mr. Cannon was 
at the time all powerful in the 
lower branch of Congress. Mr, 
Taft sincerely admired Senator 
Aldrich and believed absolutely in 
his integrity and high-mindedness. 
He placed entire confidence in Mr. 
Aldrich during the bitter tariff-re- 
Vision fight that marked the first 
summer of the Taft administration.

For his defense of this bill, par-' 


ticularly in the famous’ Winona 
speech, which it afterward devel- 
oped had been prepared between 
stations, Mr. Taft was bitterly as- 
pailed by the Progressives. The 


tontroversy arising from this 
speech and the reading qut of the 
Republican party of ali progres- 
sives who had differed with Mr. 
Taft, brought about the great’rup- 
ture in the party which made it 
impossible for Mr. Taft to succeed 
himself. The letter which read the 
Progressives out of the party was 
prepared for Mr. Taft by one of his 
earlier secretaries, who aspired to 
political leadership without haying 
had any experierrce in that line. 
Mr. Taft never could get it out of 
his head that this letter was any- 
thing but a great joke on the Sec- 
retary.

When the full 
seriousness of the affair finally 
came home to him, Mr. Taft found 
himself in deeper than he imag- 
ined. The President had great re- 
gard both for Pinchot and for Bal- 
linger. He particularly felt that 
Ballinger was misrepresented and

“Inasmuch as the Carnegie Cor- 
poration is paying no pension to 
ex-Presidents or their wives there 
can be no question of the discon- 
tinuance of pensions in the event 
of Congress making adequate pro- 
vision for former chief executives, . 
Mr. Taft, Mrs. Preston and Mrs. 
Roosevelt, notwithstanding any 
congressional action g-anting them 
pensions, would continue to receive 
their anuities under Mr. Carnegie’s 
will. They receive these annuities 
not by reason of their status as‘ex- 
Presidents or the widows of ex- 
Presidents, but as ordinary lega- 
tees. They were all old friends of 
Mr. Carnegie.” 

. Chief Justice Taft was born at 
Cincinnati Sept. 15.

Teachers, he said, 
must emulate the sotial scientist, 
whose laboratory is not secluded 
but deals with people and “covers 
tae broad expanse of the earth”: | 
they must “seek the truths of life | 
in the stream of life.” 

The problem, he added, 4s to 
bring about a parity between ex- 
ternalization and inner reffection, 
in order to make teaching both 
rational and dynamic, and the 
teacher's aspiration must be to 
nurture the lives and minds of the 
children.

JUSTICE HOLMES’ 
B9TH BIRTHDAY 


Receives Congratulatory Mes- 
sages From All Parts of the 
Country. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March %.—Only 
slightly bowed under the weight of 
his 89 years, Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court, today received con- 
gratulations on his birthday with a 
smile that was youthful in spon.- 
taniety, and his firm, qu step 
made no concession to age. 
Mrs. Holmes died a few months 
ago. 

Hardly had the Senate convened 
before Senator Walsh (Dem.), 
Massachusetts, interrupted the dis- 
cussion to call attention to the 
birthday anniversary of his dis- 
tinguished fellow Bay  Stater. 
Walsh described the Justice as 
“one of the noblest and most patri- 
otic members of the American Ju- 
diciary.” 

“Few men have been spared to 
give sO many years of service to 
the nation,” he added, explaining 
that Mr. Holmes had been on the 
highest courts of Massachusetts 
and on the Supreme Court of the 
United States for a total of 47 
years. 

Walsh asserted that the jurist’s 
“untrammeled legal opinions have 
made him a national figure.” and 
praised him for his “vision, cul- 
ture, courage, sympathy and liber- 
| ality.” 

Senator La Follette (Rep), Wis- 
consin, said he “subscribed to the 
beautiful tribute” by Walsh, and 
placed in the Congressiona! Record 
an article on Justice Holmes in the 
current issue of Harper's Maga- 
zine. 

While Justice Holmes attached 
no particular significance to the 
day it did not go unnoticed by

“If a barrel ig used for this 
purpose, it do be covered with 
a wire netting which will confine. 
the caterpillars as they hatch out, 
but will permit the numerous par- 
asites to escape and be ready to 
assist in the control of the bag- 
worms the following year. 

“Whenever appliances capable 
of reaching all of a tree are 
available, there is no question that 
the use of some arsenical spray 
offers the only adequate means of 
combating the bagworm. If care- 
fully carried out, spraying will re- 
sult in the destruction of all the 
bag-manufacturing caterpillars so 
that in the following winter there 
will be no bags to collect.” 

The bulletin gave directions for 
making large amounts of spray 
solution, but, for the amateur, ex- 
perts suggested two teaspoonfuls 
ot lead arsenate to the galion of 
ftoapy water, which must be Kept 
well stirred. They advised cover- 
ing both sides of every leaf with 
a misty epray, rather than 4 
coarse spray forming large drops 
which run off, and suggested using 
a half-gallon of solution for a mid- 
Gle-sized shrub and three gallons 
for a 10-foot tree, the amounts to 
be doubled when the trees are fully 
in leat.

power was preceded by years of 
investigation and a slow progress 
from low to higher power. Prob- 
ably the greatest single impetus to 
the art of high powered broad- 
casting was the development of 
the 100,000 watt. water-cooled 
power radiotron -in the vacuum 
tube department of the General 
Flectric research laboratory. In- 
stead of complicating design to 
produce high power through the 
medium of many 20,600 watt wat- 
er-cooled tubes, the design was 
simplified by the use of a few 
100.000 watt tubes. But 100,000 
watis is a conservative rating for 
these power tubes, wh‘ch are cap- 
able of considerably greater out- 
put. 

In the 200,000-watt transmitter 
there are sit 100,000 watt power 
tubes. Fach tube is five feet tong 
or seven and a half feet with its 
water jacket. 

Direct current supply for the 
200,000 watt power linear ampli- 
fier is obtained from a six-phase 
rectifier using | phanotrons, 
which are air-cooled, hot-cathode. 
mercury-vapor rectifier tubes. ‘The 
power amplifier feeds a radiating 
rystem consisting of a vertical cage 
antenna and radial counterpoise. 
The antenna current corresponding 
to 200,000 watts is 92 amperes. 

The 200.000 watt power amplifier 
is driven by a 5000 watt intermedi- 
ate power amplifier similar to the 
commercial 5000 watt broadcast 
transmitter. and uses two 206,000 
watt water-cooled tubes in a push- 
pull circuit. 

The frequency of the transmitter 
controlled by a 790 kilocycle 
Piezo-electric quartz crystal main-

CE in California, the winter 
wotorist wiil find many pleas-. 
ant week-end drives. San Fran- 


cisco ‘and the Bay disirict are the 
center of several scenic trips. 


Across the buy from San Francisco ’ 


‘are Oakiand, Berkeley and Alameda. 


The first is a busy industrial city. At 
night its brilliant electric sign dis- 
play is very impressive. A distinc- 
tive feature is Mirror Lake, which 
separates the business and residen- 
tial districts. The lake is sur- 
rounded by boulevards, parks and 
artistic dwellings. Berkeley, the 
home of the University of Califor- 
nia, whose campus is one of the 
most picturesque in the country, is 
a hilly town of exceptional charm. 
Alameda is a wealthy residential 
city with a fine beach and water- 
front. Its shipyards are extensive, 


An “interesting week-end trip 
from the Bay district is to Carmel- 
by-the-Sea, 125 miles south. The 
roads are in good condition the 
entire length of the drive. 

Oakland is left by way of its 
main business thoroughfare, East 
Fourteenth street. The road passes 
through San Leandro, Hayward and 
San Jose, past the Winchester 
“house of mystery,” three miles 
west of San Jose, Campbell, Los 
Gatos, through the Santa Cruz 
Mountains to the tewn of Santa 
Cruz, along the ocean front to Wat- 
sonville, Monterey and on into Car- 
mel. 

Through Peaceful Yarm Lands. 

To the left en route to San Jose 
are rolling hills. patches of green, 
newly mown lawns intermingling 
with dark velvety streetches of 
earth. producing the effect of a 
crazy quilt. To the right of the road 
the ground is level, orchards, large 
estates, peaceful and prosperous 
farmhouses (each with its own 
windmill) and palm and eucalyptus 
trees. : 


Every Spanish city in California 
is the home of an old Spanish mis- 
sion; every mission is historically 
and architecturally interesting.’ The 
Mission San Jose, founded in 1797, 
is just outside of that city. 

A side trip of 22 miles from San 
Jose brings you to the famous Lick 
Observatory at the top of Mt. Ham- 
ilton. The road through the moun- 
tains is dirt and gravel and must 
be traversed with care, due to many 
curves in the mountain. Visitors 
may look through the telescope at 
the observatory on Saturday nights 
only until 9 p. m. 

The “Winchester House of Mys- 
tery” is three miles west of Saw 
Jose on Stevens Creek road. It is 
visited annuallv by tourists from 
every state. The “House of Mys- 
tery” is the home of the late Mrs. 
Sarah Winchester, widow of the 
multi-millionaire rifle manufac- 
turer; it stands without rhyme or 
reason in the midst of a magnifi- 
cent estate, rambling over six acres 
of ground. The walls are a drab 
green, the roof an ugly vellow. The 
unsymmetrical arrangement of 
countless windows, towers and ga- 
bles, contribrites a ghastly appear- 
ance. Mrs. Winchester was an ar- 
dent spiritualist and received mes- 
sages from “spirits” that she would 
live as tong as she continued to 
build: her husband died immediate- 
ly after the completion of their 
home in Connecticut and the spirits 
informed his widow that his death

was due to the completion of the 
house. 

Mrs. Winchester firmly believed 
and for 36 years, until her death 
at the age of 85, the carpenters 
hammered day and night. No ex- 
pense was spared in the use of 
materials although little thought 
seems to have been given to the 
plan and arrangement. 

Southward from San Jose, beau- 
tiful pastoral scenery is enjoyed to 
the Santa Cruz Mountains. Fifty 
miles south of Oakland the climate 
becomes as warm as a une day 
in the Middle West. Trees are cov- 
ered with foliage, oranze groves 
are laden with fruit while other 
trees are covered with blossoms. 

“Holy City” is buried in the 
mountains. There the weary. sick 
and friendless are offered health 
and happiness. 

Beyond the picturesque village 
of Santa Cruz, the wind brings the 
salty ocean breeze and across the 
low hills the hazy outline of the 
Pacific is viewed, fading into the 
cloudy honizon; on the summit of 
a high hill the oceean becomes 
plainly visible. and soon the mo- 
torist drives along the scashore. 

Rolling hills lead into the City 
of Monterey, between the Bay of 
Monterey and Carmel-by-the-Sea, 
founded in 1542 by Juan Rodriguez 
Cabrillo; 60 years later Sebastian 
Viscaino landed and took -posses- 
sion of the country for the Crown 
of Spain and named the city after 
his patron, the Count of Montercy. 
In 1770 a settlement was made and 
Monterey became the capital of 
Alta California. In 1822,° Califor- 
nia became a territory of Mexico 
with Monterey the capital. There 
are many old dwellings in Monte- 
rey, notably Colton Hall. the first 
capital of California. the first the- 
ater in California, now a muscum 
shop. the “House of the Four 
Winds,” once the Hall of Records, 
the first brick house in California, 
the home of Robert Lewis Si.even- 
son in 1879. Sherman's heacquar- 
ters. the venerable Fan Carlos 
Chureh which shelters many relics 
of Padre Junipero Serra. Padre

At that 
price the production of silver from 
mines should be cut off to a very 
considerable extent, even in Mex- 
ico, which is the largest producer 
of silver. 


Amount Mined Falls. 

In the world at this time, sil- 
ver mining has markedly declined. 
The metal comes mainly now from 
mines worked chiefly for the re- 
covery of other metals. About 
32 per cent Of the present world 
silver production eomes from lead 
mines; about 25 per cent comes 
from copper mines, and 10 per 
cent more from mixed lead and 
zine ores. More is found in asso- 
Less than 20 
per cent of the mined supply 
comes from silver mines. 

According to Grant’s report, not 
a single silver dollar was coined 
in the last fiscal year, and no 
half-dollars were minted in the 
eastern part of the United States 
for two years preceding the issu- 
ance of the report. The West, 
apparently, is losing its love of 
the “‘cart-wheel” or silver dollar, 
for Grant observes: “The South 
and the West, the former silver- 
circulating centers of the country, 
are using less silver coin.”’ 

But Grant added: “There is no 
metal at present that could re- 
place silver in coinage, for it is 
feadily used in alloys.” 


No Gold Basis for China. 

In China, the talk of putting 
China on a gold basis was quickly 
silenced by Minister Soong, who 
said: 

“No plans are in contemplation 


of gold coins. Indeed, monetary 
reform in this country will inev- 
itably require a largely increase 
circulation of silver coins. The 
new mint in Shanghai, with a 
daily capacity of $1,000,000, is 
ready to begin operations ana to 
furnish such silyer coins as may 
be required by expanding trade.” 

In New York, the crash of sil- 
ver values stirred three groups— 
the handlers of silver metal, who 
recently found the market utterly 
demoralized and had difficulty in 
quoting any prices at all—the sil- 
ver and by-product mining groups, 
whose outputs will bring far less 
than they brought a few weeks 
ago, and the silverware and silver 
jewelry manufacturers, who fai! 
to see their markets improved 'as 
a result of lower prices. 


New Market Suggested. 

Mining engineers, indeed, have 
advised the leaders of the silver 
industry to forget utterly that sil- 
ver is a precious metal, and to es- 
tablish a research bureau, as has 
been done for copper and brass, 
to create a new demand for silver 
and silver alloys. The siump in 
prices of silver has caused certain 
mining stocks to fall from 5 to 19 
points below their norma! prices.

LINN CREEK, Mo., March 8. 
yHILE the courts, Federal and State,

the work of construction of the Union Elec- 
tric Light and Power Company’s huge hydro- 
electric development, which will submerge 
approximately one-fifteenth of the total area 
of Camden county, and will create the Lake 

of the Ozarks with a shore line of 1500 

miles. 

Iz Judge Reeves in the United States Cir- 


‘cuit Court in Jefferson City should hold the 


water power act unconstitutional, or should. 
decide any of several questions against the 
Union Electric, the work would be halted by 
injunction. 

Opinion is divided in Camden County, 
which will suffer more or benefit more from 
the development than adjoining counties, as 
to the advisability of litigation instituted by 
Morgan M. Moulder, Prosecuting Attorney, to 
obtain an injunction. His purpose is to 
force a more advantageous settlement for the 
county and some of its property owners than 
the one negotiated between the county and 
the promoters of the enterprise, who sold 
their interests to:the Union Electric. 


Two Views of Venture 
In Camden County. 


One group of county residents sees in the 
creation of the Lake thé°opening up of this 
section of the Ozarks as a great playground. 
They see resort towns springing up, pusiness 
booming and their now nearly valueless rocky 
hillside acres coming into demand as lake- 
side cottage sites. 

The Prosecuting Attorney and the group 
supporting him hold to the view that Camden 
County is being inadequately compensated for 
the damage it will suffer, that insufficient 
compensation is being received by many 
whose property is being taken for, the de- 
velopment, and that instead of a beautiful 
lake lined with cottages looking upon sandy 
and gravelly beaches, there will be a huge 
body of water of varying stages leaving mud 
banks and swamp areas along its shore, creat- 
ing a condition injurious to the health of the 
community. 

Sentimental love for home and the asso- 
cilations of a life-ti also plays its part. 
When the huge 2600-foot dam closes across 
the Osage river, the rising waters back of it 
will engulf virtually the entire town of Linn 
Creek, the county seat of Camden County, 
lying in the valley where the Niangua River 
flows into the Osage. The courthouse, the 
store buildings along the main street and all 
the homes except a few high up on the hill- 
side, will be under 40 feet of water. Old 
men and old women viewed with sadness the 
necessity of abandoning the homes in which 
they had resided all their lives, and this sen- 
timent existed, too, in the younger genera- 
tion, most of the young folks being descend- 
ants of those who had settled the valley from 
50 to 100 years ago. 

Residents Have 

Had Hard Fight. 

But sentiment is not the controlling in- 
fluence among the objectors to the dam; 
rather it is a determination to insist upon 
a compensation they believe due to the coun- 
ty and due them individually. Life has not 
been easy in Camden County. Such wealth 
as exists has been dug by the hardest work 
from an unfriendly rocky soil. Through gen- 
erations of that life there has been bred in- 
to the people a spirit to demand all they 
consider their due. 

Camden County, which principally will be 
affected by the development, lies almost at 
the geographical \center of the State. It is 
rugged, less than one-fourth its 442,880 acres 
being in cultivation. It is traversed by riv- 
ers and streams, the larger being the Osage, 
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MAP showing how Camden County will be 

divided into four isolated sections after 
the Bagnell Dam has created, by the backing 
up of the waters of Osage River and its trib- 
utary creeks, a series of connected lakes too 
wide to be bridged except at great expense. 


the Niangua, Little Niangua, Grand Auglaise 
and countless creeks from springs through the 
hills. 
large or small, and the water from each 
eventually reaches the Osage. 

This valley of the Osage in Camden, Mil- 
ler, Morgan and Benton counties long ago 
came to the attention of scouts for power 
interests, who saw its desirability as a site 
for the largest hydro-electric project in the 
Middle West. , | 

Five ‘yearsaago, Walter Cravens, president 
fof the Kansas City Joint Stock Land Bank, 
obtained from the Federal Power Commis- 
sion authority to build a dam near Bagnell 
in Miller County, just across the line from 
Camden County. He obtained options on 
much of the land needed for the dam and for 
the lake it would create, and acquired some 
of the land by purchase. Cravens came to 
grief in 1926 through use of the bank’s as- 
sets in the Bagnell and other promotions, and 
was sentenced to the penitentiary. 


Union Electric Takes 

Over Cravens Venture. 

With this turn, it became evident that 
Cravens would be unable to finance the de- 
rvelopment, and two years ago the Union Elec- 
“tric, with facilities for financing the $30,000,- 
000 needed for the construction, took it over, 
paying Cravens and his associates $200,000 
for their rights, and reimbursing them for 
money expended in borings, acquiring lands 
and erecting buildings, the total cost to the 
Union Electric being slightly less than $1,- 
000,000. 

With the rights the Union Electric came 
into possession of such contracts as the pro- 
moters entered into with Camden County and 
with .individual property owners. It is the 
Camden County contract which is the basis 
of all the litigation which has been institut- 
éd, and which the county now is contending 
is invalid. 

This contract was entered into by the Mis- 
souri Hydro-Electric Power Co., which was 
Cravens’ company, and the presiding judge of 
the county court of Camden County, and stip- 
ulated that because of the inundatfon of Linn 
Creek the company would pay Camden Coun- 
ty $60,000 for the courthouse and county 
jail property.

Fear That Dam Will 
Bankrupt County. 


The objectors express fear that the county 
will be bankrupt as a result of the building 
of the dam. Under present conditions the 
total revenue of the county is only approxi- 
mately $90,000 a year. Nearly all the valu- 
able land in the county is in the valleys, and 
will be inundated, the estimate being that 
30,000 acres will be covered by the waters 
of the lake in the one county. Moulder said 
that in his opinion the loss of revenue will 
be nearly one-half the total now received. 


He is influenced in his opinion by the fear 
that in the assessment of the power property 
the lake in Camden County will be assessed 
with the power plant, which is in Miller 
County, and that the total tax derived will 
be apportioned to the counties through which 
the company’s transmission lines pass, as is 
the custom in the assessment and taxation 
of railroads.

uation. This consisted of intrig- 
uing to make them believe their 
economic distress could most cer- 
tainly be overcome through ¢om- 
bating by all possible means, and - 
still more completely overcome by 
destfoying completely, all re 
ligious observance and the 
churches. 


In the last few yéars, we have 
repeatedly seen the intensifying 
of the battle against thé religious 
education of youth, against all 
kinds of divine services and es- 
pecially against all public church 
celebrations. The financial and 
economic problems that have at- 
tracted the chief attention of all 
civilized nations caused this dan- 
ger to be ovgriooked until final- 
ly at the beginning of February 
of this year, the Pope issued his 
letter to Cardinal Pompili, vicar- 
@eneral of Rome, opening the 
great offensive of the Catholie 
Church against heathenish Bol- 
ishevism and Bolshevist Russia. 

The supreme head of the Cath- 
olie Church expressed himself in 
sharpest terms against “the terri- 
ble and blasphemous crimes re 
peated and intensified day by day 
agajnst God and the soul of the 
Russian people.”’- 


Like a flash of lightning from 
a clear sky, this letter directed 
the attention of the world to the 
monstrous events that have been 
occurring in a steadily increas- 
ing degree in Russia during the 
last few years, and particularly in 
the main cities. The Russian press 
could even boast that during the 
Christmas season of 1929 alone, 
hundreds of churches in Russia 
had been closed or destroyed, and 
that people had been compelled to 
abandon the faith by threats of 
the withdrawal of their bread’ 
cards and the refusal to let them 
have homes. According to the re- 
ports of the Soviet government, 
1386 Orthodox, 416 Synagogues 
and 732 Chapels had been closed 
up to Dec, 1, 1929.

By inviting both sides to debate the wisdom of na- 
tional prohibition the House Judiciary Committee" 
has raised this issue to a ‘higher plane. : 

Those who do not believe that national prohibi- 
tion has proved itself practicable were first heard 
They made a strong case, and it was presented 
by men of such eminence and integrity as to 
absolve them utterly from the charge that they 
are tools of the liquor interests or that their point 
of view is not entirely patriotic. 

All these men suggested that the Government retire 
from prohibition and leave the states to reguiie the 
lives of the people. In their opinion the Federal Gov- | 
ernment should restrict itself to seeing that if some of 
the states wish to be dry their desire shall be re- 
spected. It would be impossible to make such a change 
without repealing the eighteenth amendment. To 
convince so many of the states as would be necessary 
to repeal the amendment that national prohibition is 
what these men say it is presents difficulties that 
can hardly be imagined. It cannot be done, as Mr. 
du Pont and some others pointed out, without the) 
co-operation of at least a great segment of the pro 
hibitionists. To secure such co-operation it would be 
necessary to convince these people that national pro- 


hibition has proved impracticable. They are not to be 
won if their sincerity is to be attacked. They can be 
won only by reasoning with them and convincing 
them that national prohibition is not merely imprac- 
ticable but has become a grave peril to the nation. 

It has taken the pe@ple 10 years to realize what a 
dreadful mistake we made in attaching such an un-

LONDON, 

O ome can come back to England in 

these days without seeing at once that 

the country lies under an agony of 
spirit. The cockiness that followed the war 
has oozed away. and ingplace of it there 
is a feeling of doubt and insecurity, visi»ile 
at a giance. One faction urges various 
heroic measures of reform and rehabilita- 
tion, mainly in gross contempt ef such ece- 
nomic laws as yet retain any countenance. 
Another argues gioomily that it is too late 
te do anything—that a spookish. malari- 
eus Gotterdammerung has already set in, 
and the Empire is fast going to the dogs. 

A good deal of this, ft seems to me, is 
sheer hypochondria, perhaps even neurus- 
thenia. The English. inhabiting a damp, 
soggy land. with inadequate stoves to heat 
them, are greatly given to despair. espe- 
cially in. winter. The common American 
concept of them as bluff, hearty fellows, 
bursting with hormones, belongs to ro- 
mance; their typical mood is really one of 
depression. They nurse difficulties and 
grievances with steadfast devotion, and are 
hever so tmppy as when they face a sea of 
troubles, real .or imaginary. 

In the present case, it must be admitted, 
they have plenty to chew on. Business is 
bad, and growing worse. Unemployment 
is bad, and growing worse. The contumacy 
of the colonies and Deminions is bad, and 
growing worse. The international situation 
is bad, and growing worse. But when all 
this is put down the fact remains that the 
Empire, as an Empire, is still making a 
very good living. and that England itself 
is far, far from anything plausibly describ- 
able as disaster. Two-thirds of the prob- 
lems which now upset everyone are no 
more than manifestations of the post-war 
Katzenjammer, and may be expected to 
solve themselves as it passes off. The rest 
are plainly more serious. but even the 
worst of them shows none of the horrible 
insolubility which marks the capital prob- 
lems of such countries as Austria.

the lake, The company will build 
a new bridge over an arm of the 
lake et. Zebra, where the present 
moderh steel and concrete bridge 
over the Grand Auglaise will be 
flooded. 


The toll bridge at Linn Creek 
will be under water and there is no 
provision for another bridge across 
the lake at that point, or at any 
other point for the crossing of No.

Courthouse and Jail for $60,000. 


As to the justice of the payment 
of $60,000 to the county for the 
courthouse and jail, there is much 
to be said on each side of the ar- 
gument.

The world's largest manufactur- 
ers of silverware, whose products 
range from the cheapest plated ware 
to the fmnost expensive solid silver, 
are buying small stocks of silver, 
only as they are needed. Retail- 
ers report that, if the price of sil- 
verware drops, the exclusive buyer 
will demand table ware of a more 
precious metal than silver. 


Meanwhile mining interests are 
of the opinion that industrial users 
of silver should pay no attention 
to the Government's unsuccessful 
attempts to evolve a nontarnish- 
able silver alloy, but should cut 
the cost to consumers, thereby 
widening the demand for silver. 
Sliver-aluminum alloys might be 
used for many purposes, they say. 
Silver, instead of being considered 
an article, so miners say, on which 
to work artistic @esigns should be 
made available at prices cheap 
enough to sell it in the 25 cent to 
$1 chain stores. This group would, 
have good silver-plated ware sell 
at prices around 50 cents for many 
articles in kitchen use such as 
processing equipment. 

Gold Shortage. 

The great abundance of silver 
and lack of gold, ‘the latter fact 
being generally blamed for the 
extensive fall in commodities, is 
causing some to urge that silver 
be used to replace gold and there- 
by alleviate any distress that a 
scarcity of yellow metal might 
produce. 


The late Allyn A. Young of Har- 
vard, speaking of silver standards, 
said: “A silver standard is as ex- 
pensive to establish and maintain 
as any gold standard. Therefore 
there is no chance that any Eu- 
ropean country will adopt a silver 
standard.” 


Prof. Irving Fisher, who has 
given much attention to the gold 
when queried on this 
point, said: “I think that the 
prospective gold shortage requires 
a more thorough-going treatment 
than any bimetalism of silver sub- 
stitution. There should be some 
real insurance of a stable mrice 
level, not trusting merely to the 
chance of gold mining or silver 
mining.” 

“The Crime of ’73.”’ 


Since the discovery of silver in 
Nevada in the middle of the last 
century—and it was such _§ silver 
discoveries that partly aided the 
North, by replenishing its depleted 
treasury, in winning the Civil War 
—silver has played a prominent 
part in American legislation. 

In February, 1873; a law was 
passed to demonetize silver and to 
drop the standard silver dollar of 
412% grains from the list of our 
coins and substitute the trade dol- 
lar of 420 grains. This caused a 
drop in the value of silver and a 
popular demand that the old dollar 
be restored. The result was the 
passage of the Biland-Allison act, 
over Presidential veto in 1878, di- 
recting the Secretary of Treasury 
to buy enough silver to coin not 
less than $2,000,000 nor more than 
$4,000,000 a month of 412% grains 
each. The Sherman silver law of- 
1880 repealed the Bland-Allison 
act, but ordered the purchase of 
$4,500,000 of silver a month, and 
this bullion was paid for by notes, 
which were redeemable either in 
silver or gold. 


Gold Standard in 1900. 


This law ferced a mages of cheap 
silver dollars into the currency, 
the metal content was worth more 
as money than as bullion and 
caused a good famine in currency. 
The Sherman act was repealed in 
1893 and in 1900 the Gold 8Stand- 
ard law was enacted which, how- 
ever, failed to lessen silver agita- 
tion. 

During the war German agents, 
to create unrest in India, declared 
Great Britain was withdrawing 4ll 
silver from circulation, thereby ter- 
rorising the natives, because India 
then was on a silver basis. En- 
giand could not allay native fear by 
shipping sifver, because of the sub- 
marine blockade, so the United 
States, through the Pittman act 
of 1918, melted $860,000,000 of its 
ellver coins into bars and shipped 
them to India, thus settling our 
adverse trade balance with the East

Low Contract Records for 
First Three Weeks Offset 
by Spurt, F, W. Dodge

Corporation Says. 

Building and engineering con- 
tracts awarded in the 37 states east 
of the Rocky Mountains reached a 
total of $317,053,000, according to 
F. W. Dodge Corporation, The 
territory covered by these records 
includes approximately 91 per cent 
of the total construction yolume of 
the country. Compared with the 
January, 1930, total of $323,975,- 
£00 there was a decrease of only 
2 per cent; and February, 1929, 
was 12 per cent below January, 
1929. The first three weeks of 
last month had very low contract 
records, but this was offset by a 
very sizeable increase in the clos- 
ing week of the month, indicating 
the beginning of the norma! spring 
revival of construction operations. 
The February, 1930, total was 12 
per cent under that of February, 
1929. Since January of this year 
fell 21 per cent below the January, 
1929, the February record is an 
indication of improvement. Total 
contracts awarded during the first 
two months of this year have 
amounted to $641,028,200, being a 
decrease of 17 per cent from the 
first two months of last year. 

Contracts for both residential 
and non-residential building gained 
over last month, while public 
works and utilities projects were in 
somewhat smaller volume. This 
last named class, however, ac- 
counted for 27 per cent of the Feb- 
ruary total; amounting to $85,824,- 
900. Residential building contracts 
amounted to $74,763,200, or 24 per 
cent of the total; commercial 
building, $72,903,200, or 23 per 
cent; industrial building, $33,499,- 
300, or 10 per cent; educational 
building, $21,238,800, or 7 per cent. 

Contemplated new work of all 
kinds reported in February amount- 
ed to $780,209,400, being 1 per cent 
over the amount reported in Feb- 
ruary, 1929, although 46 per cent 
under the recerd volume of con- 
templated work reported in Janu- 
ary of this year. 


NEW BIBLES BEING ISSUED 
IN RED, BLUE AND PURPLE 


World’s Best Seller Is Becoming 
Brighter Book; Religious Titles 
Pass Biographers. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March  8.—The 
Bible, the world’s best seller, is 
being made into a brighter book. 
Colored bindings-——-reds, blues and 
purples—are replacing the sombre 
black of long usage, and religious 
beoks outnumber the extremely 
popular biographies in the lists of 
new titles. 

These facts were announced to- 
day by Edward 8. Mills, president 
of the National Association of 
Book Publishers, as a Lenten mes- 
sage, 

Here are the publishers’ statis- 
tics: Fourteen million Bibles and 
Testaments were sold in the United 
States last year. The world total 
was 36,500,000 copies. Of the 10,- 
187 titles issued by American 
houses, 806 were ‘religious books. 
These ranked third, behind 2142 of 
fiction and 9381 of children's books, 
and ahead of biographies, which 
numbered 738.

Marvelous Method of Playwriting

O me, as to everyone else, I 
Timazine. there has always been 

something glamorous about the 
stage. Even now I recall saying to 
my nurse: “Mrs. Kendall, to me, 
there is something g’amorous about 
the stage.” I couldn't say ‘glam- 
orous’ any more than I could pro- 
nounce her name, which was Coop- 
er. 

Her invariable reply was a re- 
buke and an attempt to change the 
subject: ‘Young massa, he do ol’ 
Coopah de goodness to keep his 
min’ offum such ‘tropics’ and ‘vote 
hese’f to not biting him daddy's 
laigs.” Poor old Kendall. Her ad- 
vice went in one ear and came out 
the other side, shattering the tem- 
peral bone and lodging in the wall. 

At any rate, the lure of the the- 
ater clung to me through the years 
and induced me last winter to sug- 
gest to Mr. George (“Pink Toes’’) 
Kaufman that he collaborate in 
writing a play in which no lines 
would be spoken or even hinted 
at. The leading character (in my 
story) was a man employed in a 
drug store, in a word, the drug- 
gist’s assistant.

woman enters the store. She 

wants a bottle of hamamelis. 
This would have to be brought out 
in gestures, perhaps a shrug of the 
shoulder. She is unable to see the 
druggist’s assistant, who is in the 
back of the store behind a large 
piece of furniture with shelves, on 
which are all kinds of bottles con- 
taining medicines (it doesn’t have 
to be really medicines).

By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


N last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch I 
| venturea to suggest that the 
emotional force of Richard 
Wagner’s operas would be greatly 


intensified if the producers there- 
of would abandon the five-and-ten 
cent store realism from which they 
have suffered all these years and 
go in for a wholesale stylization ac- 
cording to the principles of mod- 
ern stagecraft. 

This suggested a number of 
ideas to Victor Proetz, the St. 
Leouls architect, who also happens 
o be a gifted amateur musician 
and at my solicitation he has al- 
lowed me to present herewith his 
notes on the subject together with 
two sketches he made to enforce 
his argument. 

According to Mr. Proetz there 
are a number of important reasons 
why the whole decor of the “Ring” 
should be reorganized, but two are 
sufficient. 

“Wagner composed ‘his operas 
before the era of electricity and 
was therefore in no position to 
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lighting as it is‘used today,” said 
Mr. Proetz.” Aside from that his 
taste in everything affecting the 
decorative arts was fierce. If any 
one doubts that let him look at 
interior pictures of Hohenswan- 
stein, King Ludwig’s castle in the 
Bavarian Alps which was decorat- 
ed so extensively with scenes and 
characters from_the Wagner op- 
eras. Wagner did not design these 
but presumably they were inspired 
by him and had his approval. But 
even if he is not charged with the 
responsibility for the esthetic abor- 
tions committed in the name of 
his patron, one can still convict 
him on the evidence furnished by 
pictures of sets and costumes 
used in early Bayreuth produc- 
tions. 

“All the Wagnerian costumes 
and stage sets, including those now 
in use are like the decorations in 
King Ludwig’s palace. They reflect 
a nineteenth century German's 
idea of the Middle Ages, which was 
about as much like the Middle 
Ages as a Turkish corner is like 


6é¢y SHOULD like to see the 
] wesner operas, with their 
dazzling possibilities, embody 
the principle of stagecraft enun- 
ciated by Gordon Craig when he 
said ‘Everything on the stage 
should act.’ With this idea in 
force everything about the cos- 
tumes and the scenery which did 
not function actively in creating 
atmosphere or forwarding the plot 
would be eliminated. There would 
no longer be 10,000 bushes painted 
On a background with every leaf 
in place, papier-mache rocks, ani- 
mals that looked as if they had 
been coated with sugar and then 
shellacked, and stout ladies wear- 
ing woolen bathrobes. Costumes 
and scenery would be-simple, direct 
and distorted, perhaps, along the 
lines of the idea it was attempting 
to enforce, 


“In the *"Rheingold’ sketch (re- 
produced herewith) the center of 
interest, of course, is the gold 
which the Rhine maidens guard so 
ineffectively. According = to 
Wagner's stage directions the gold 
rests on the top of a rocky forma. 
tion and gives off a dazzling light. 
These can be followed exactly by 
having a searchlight, hidden be- 
hind the narrow formation of rock 
which I have indicated in the cen- 
ter of the stage and pointing up- 
ward. The light appearing at the 
top of this formation wold be in- 
tense. The light would also spread 
out'to the right and the left of the 
rock but-since it would be pointed 
upward would leave the*front of

BALTIMORE, Maryland. 
ARLY in January the 
rare tropical disease, 
psittacosis, popularly 
known as parrot fever, 
made its appearance in 
Annapolis, where three 
members of one family 
were stricken almost simul- 
taneously. Soon afterward, 
several other cases, with two 
or three deaths, were recorded in and around Bal- 
timore, and from this beginning the mysterious mal- 
ady almost reached the proportions of a general out- 
break, cropping out here and there with a high degree 
of mortality at widely scattered points throughout the 
United States. It was the first time parrot fever had been 


beard of in this country since 1907, when there occurred a’ 


single case of the disease in Wilkes-Barre, Pennsylvania. 


Because of its deadliness and certain elements of mys- 
tery surrounding it, psittacosis caused & wave of alarm which 
was out of proportion to its prevalence and the real danger 
of infection. Particularly in cities where cases actually ex- 
isted it was regarded as a plague, hovering about to strike 
atany moment. And because of the malady’s close connec- 
tion with parrots, these friendly and usually innocent birds 
were shunned and even banished. Though she may have 
been a member of the household for years, poor Poll was 
eyed with suspicion and hustled off to the garage or the gar- 
ret. Pet shops dealing in parrots were threatened with bank- 
ruptey. Few persons would buy parrots or even approach

them. The Government placed an embargo on importation of the birds 

and shipments which-arrived in port afterward were held in quarantine 

for long periods. Parrots in pet shops likewise were fsolated and 
geet | 


kept under observation. 


For almost two months the malady continued its desultory 
attacks until a total of approximately 75 cases had been reported, 
with some 20 deaths. At the same time, Germany suffered a 
similar outbreak, with at least 40 cases and a similarly high 


percentage of fataHtiés. Both in America and Germany 
physicians and bacteriologists engaged in a-resolute and, 
in some instances, a heroic attempt to apprehend the dead- 
ly psittacosis organism; to learn how, why and when it 
attacks, and to discover a specific or produce a serum 
which would impair ite deadliness. Twe Americans lost 
their lives as martyrs to science in this laboratory fight. - 
Dr. William Royal Stokes, director of the Bureau of Bac- 
teriology of the Baltimore City Health Department, a sci- 
entist of national note, was one of the victims. Oblivious 
to danger to himself, he worked day and night, seeKing 
the invisible enemy in the bodies of parrots which had 
died of the disease. Before he had succeeded in his quest 
he was stricken and died. Harry Anderson, laboratory 
assistant in the Hygienic Laboratories of the United States 
Bureau of Public Health at Washington, lost his life under 
‘imilar circumstances, and besides these, Dr. Daniel S. 
Hatfield, fellow worker of Dr. Stokes, and Dr. Charles 
Armstrong, Anderson’s superior, were infected and lin- 
gered between life an@® death for weeks before they finally 
recovered. 

y OW that the “epidemic” is on the wane, it having 
\ apparently run its course, science is looking back 

on the unusual visitation and taking inventory. Just 
What did it learn about psittacosis in its research which 
ost the lives of two investigators? What causes psitta- 
‘sis and what cures it? And, for that matter, what is 
Sitacosis, anyway? 

It may be stated at the outset that the microbe hunt- 
‘Ss are far from satisfied with their findings. In many 
"espects psittacosis is still as much a mystery as it was 
"hen the first cases appeared. While the outbreak en- 
‘ured long enough to alarm the country and cost a score 
lives, it was not of duration sufficient for exhaustive 
8's as to infection, immunity and methods of treatment. 
‘ere, however, are a few of the main facts that have been 
“adlished to date. 

Peittacosis, fatal in about 26 per cent of the recorded 
“ases, bears resemblance both to pneumonia and typhoid, 
‘ut has at the same time-essential points of difference 
‘Tom both, The disease is characterized usually by some 
“0g congestion and a fever which ranges from 102 to 106 
“grees and follows a typhold-like curve. It is usually of 
“ree to five weeks’ dufation and is accompanied in most 
™8e8 by prolonged delirium. Periodic convalescence and 
“apse also seem to be characteristic. In fatal cases 
“ath résults apparently from a general toxemia, or 
“\soning. Dr. Hatfield, who studied several of the 20-odd

cases in the Baltimore area, describes 
symptoms as follows: 

“About four to fourteen, Or an av- 
erage of nine, days after first being in 
contact with a diseased parrot,’”’ he 
said, ‘“‘the patient developed slight 
fever, general. malaise, with some

headache and backache. The fever 
was ordinarily around 103 degrees, 
or even less, for the first four days. 
After that, the fever 
103 or 104 degrees, following the 
curve, neither particu- 
larly high nor low in the morn- 
ing, but dropping and then going 
up near its formal level each 
day. The pulse was not unusually . 
rapid, usually around 94, and res-

siration 26. Along about the fourth or 
fifth day of the disease the patient be- 
came more acutely ill and went to bed. 
“The chief symptoms noted in these cases 
were some pulmonary congestion or in 
some cases a generalised pneumonia. There 
was usually some tenderness in the region 
of the spleen and some evidence of enlarge- 
ment of the liver. The patient frequently 
complained of tympanites and often nausea. 
and vomiting. In most cases the tongue showed 
a thick white coat.”’ 
It has been ascertained beyond dispute that the 
malady was brought into this country with a ship- 
ment of South American parrots of the parrakeet 
species. There were about 400 of these parrots in 
the shipment, which reached New York late in Novem- 
ber. They were widely distributed among pet and animal 
dealers throughout the country. : 
Psittacosis was transmitted to human beings only by these 
birds or by other parrots which had been exposed to t :1em in 
the pet shops and had thus become infected themselves. One di- 
vision of the New York consignment was brought to Baltimore on 
December 17 and many of the birds were purchased in the pre-holiday 
period. Virtually every one of the 23 cases of psittacosis in Maryland was 
traced to this Baltimore shipment. 

Evidence thus far obtained strongly indicates the disease is not communicable from 
person to ‘person, there being only one case on record fh which there is a suspicion 
that infection was carried by human agency, This was an instance in which 
there were three cases of the disease in one Baltimore family. Two men of the 
family were employed in a Baltimore pet shop and there were in contact with 
the diseased birds. They were stricken with parrot fever at about the same 
time. A few days later a sister who was nursing them also developed the 
malady. This, at first thought, appears to be a convinging case of infec- 
tion from human sources, but both the Baltimore Maryland State 
: health authorities incline to the belief that infection was brought 
i through germs carried home from the shop in the clothing of the 
men. This and certain other cases of infection seemed to indicate 
that the psittacosis organism is a hardy one, which could live 
for a considerable period outside the bloodstream and which 
might be picked up from the feathers, the beak or the cages 
of diseased parrots. In the conviction that ixfection must 
come from contact with parrots, as yellow fever must come 
from contact with the fever-bearing mosquito, lies a very 
definite source of consolation. Such a circumstance nat- 
urally would preclude the possibility of a general epidemic. 
Also, it would render sporadic outbreaks easier to control, 
since parrots, as sources of infection, can be eliminated 
with much greater ease than was possible in the case 

of yellow fever mosquitoes. 

Medical men who have studied the recent outbreak 
closely are almost unanimously of the opinion that parrots 
which have been in this country longer than two or three 
months are not dangerous unless they have been exposed 
to members of the infected shipment. Illness of a parrot 
which has been in the household for a long time is not 
likely to be psittacosis, but illness of a new parrot should 
be a signal for utmost precautions.

HERE is no well-defined rule by which amateur di- 

agnosticians ean recognize psittacosis in a parrot. 

Parrots which developed the disease in the late par- 
rot epidemic—it was an epidemic among parrote—usually 
drooped, showed a ruffling of the feathers, loss of appe- 
tite and evidence of intestinal disturbance. . But these 
symptoms might be characteristic of any number of dis- 
eases other than psittacosis. A parrot ill from any cause 
will droop and ruffle its feathers. In any case, the doc- 
tors point out, parrots shouldn't be fondled, kissed or 
allowed to take food from the owner's mouth. In many 
of the recent cases of psittacosis it was found that such 
practices had prevailed, especially when the bird was a 
new one and members of the household were excited over 
its advent and eager to teach it to talk. Foolish at any 
time, the doctors say, such practices are foolhardy now. 

When these things are said, about all has been said 
that can be said positively. For the balance of the way, 
fogs of dqubt and uncertainty obscure the path, lifting 
here and there to reveal tendencies, probabilities and many 
bits of valuable evidence, but no proofs. In the first 
place, the scientists are not at all certain as to what kind 
of an organism it is, that causes psittacosis. In two or 
to around ‘three instances they succeeded in isolating a so-called 
bacillus psittacosis, an organism closely resembling the 
bacillus discovered and described by a French scientist in 
1892, when Paris suffered an outbreak of parrot fever, 
with 43 cases and 16 deaths. re 

But there is no saying whether this organism causes 
the disease or merely accompanies it, or, indeed, whether

(farther away from Paris than is Her- 
mann, Missouri, from St, Louis, on the 
straight line) were shelling the capi- 
tal by cannon fire.

the treaty of peace 

was signed, the allies de- 
manded the surrender of one of 
those great guns used for the Paris 
bombardment and complete informa- 
tion describing its design and use. But 
neither cannon nor information was 
ever forthcoming, and the gun re- 
mained a German secret. Now, for 
the first time, the story of this tre- 
mendous weapon is told by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Henry W. Miller, chief en- 
gineer for the heavy artiilery of the 
American Expeditionary Force, in his 
book, “The Paris Gun’’ (Cape and 
Smith). 

Colonel Miller describes the birth of 
the long-range cannon: 

“Barly in 1916, when Dr. von Eber- 
hardt presented his theories and cal-

oT HE final step in the as- 
sembling and adjusting was 
a careful bracing and 
straightening of the long tube by 
‘means of what resembled one vertical 
strut and the connecting links of a 
suspension bridge mounted on the gun.

Several days after the murder, De- 
tectives Joseph Ryan and John Ross 
were assigned to visit the Danna home 
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on Roebling street. The assignment 
was prosaic enough. 

The Dannas handed over the house 
key without a word. 

Arrived at the home, Ross turned 
the key in the lock. 

Theré was a terrific explosion. The 
detectives sprang back. Pieces of fly- 
ing wood and splinters struck them. 
The whole neighborhood was aroused 
by the report. 

The detectives broke the door pan- 
els and made their way into the 
house, gingerly. 

They had just escaped being badly 
wounded, or killed, by a Danna inven- 
tion, a burglar alarm and house pro- 
tector. Beside arousing the neighbor- 
hood, this particular alarm was meant 
to shoot the intruder through the 
bedy. Luckily for the detectives, the 
invention, like so many others planned 
by the Danna minds, failed to work. 

Why hadn't the Dannas told them?

NCE inside, the detectives dis- 
covered the house way a place 
of mystery.

Every win- 
dow in the house had its own burglar- 
alarm attachment. Smai) tubs, built 
into the floors of the home, were filled 
with acid, in the possible hope that 
a visitor might drop into one of them 
some day. 

There was squirt-gun tubing about 
the floor, for those who trod about un- 
awares. 

It, too, had been filled with acid, 
but the liquid had evaporated and the 
“guns” were harmiess. A series of 
pipes leading from the roof to the 
room were filled with water, for some 
diabolical reason. 

There were indications that guné, 
gunpowder, explosives and bombs were 
the subjects of recent Danna inven- 
tions.

\ ginning the terrible 
epring offensive 

that seemed certain 

to cut the allied armies in two and 
leave Paris easy prey to the advancing 
host, were not content with rolling 
over the weary allied troopers. The 
enemy would, as well, strike at the 
French capital, pester the populace 
with shot and shell, break the ‘morale 
of the citizenry, ruin its will to fight. 

For months, high explosives had 
been dropped on the city by German 
bombing planes that flew over the 
lines at night, rushed through the 
anti-aircraft fire, maneuvered their 
way through the French planes and, 
their damage done, hastened back to 
their own hangars. 

But on the morning of Saturday, 
March 28, one of those perfect spring 
mornings that grace Paris, a new and 
utterly unexpected attack developed. A 
projectile, obviously shot from 
great super-cannon, burst on the stone 
pavement along the Quai de Seine. 
Twenty minutes later came a second 
explosion, a mile and a-half away, tak- 
ing a toll of eight dead and 13 
wounded. 80 the firing continued. 

Impossible, with the Germans some 
70 miles away? Impossible, when the 
longest known range of field fire was 
not more than a third that distance? 
Well, impossible or not, the Germans 
(farther away from Paris than is Her- 
mann, Missouri, from St, Louis, on the 
straight line) were shelling the capi- 
tal by cannon fire. 
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was 12 years ago. 
the treaty of peace 

was signed, the allies de- 
manded the surrender of one of 
those great guns used for the Paris 
bombardment and complete informa- 
tion describing ite design and use. But 
neither cannon nor information was 
ever forthcoming, and the gun re- 
mained a German secret. Now, for 
the firat time, the story of this tre- 
mendous weapon is told by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Henry W. Miller, chief en- 
gineer for the heavy artiilery of the 
American Expeditionary Force, in his 
hook, “The Paris Gun’ (Cape and 
Smith). 

Colonel Miller describes the birth of 
the long-range cannon: 

“Barly in 1916, when Dr. von Eber- 
hardt presented his theories and cal- 
culations to Director Rausenberger, a 
veritable genius in the designing of 
artillery, it seemed that a range of 60 
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miles could be attained with available 
powders, and a gun that could be made 
on existing machines. It was a daring 
exploit, the dream of a physicist, ap- 
preciated and accepted by the more 
practical genius, Rausenberger.. . 
All went beautifully until the end of 
1916 when, to the consternation and 
dismay: of all concerned in Berlin and 
at Krupp’s, a telegram came instruct- 
ing them to increase the range of the 
gun to 75 miles. ... . By the summer 
of 1917, this gun was finished and 
taken to Meppen for testing. ... The 
difficulties experienced with the pro- 
jectiles were unexpected. The first, 
fired in July, was an utter failure. 
Several new designs tested in Septem- 
ber were equally dismal failures.”’ A 
new design tested in November failed, 
but the failure held hope. In Jan- 
uary, 1918, came success. 

In the meantime work had been in 
progress in the field for the reception 
of the gun. The 
emplacement loca- 
tion had been 
chosen and work 
begun upon it. It 
was to be at the 
‘Laon Corner’ of 
the German lines, 
for “The only pos- 
sible _ positions 
were in the Laon 
Corner; and the 
choice there was 
sharply limited.

The whole neighborhood was aroused 
by the report. 

The detectives broke the door pan- 
els and made their way into the 
house, gingerly. 

They had just escaped being badly 
wounded, or killed, by a Danna inven- 
tion, a burglar alarm and house pro- 
tector. Beside arousing the neighbor- 
hood, this particular alarm was meant 
to shoot the intruder through the 
bedy. Luckily for the detectives, the 
invention, like so many others planned 
by the Danna minds, failed to work.

There was squirt-gun tubing about 
the floor, for those who trod about un- 
awares. 

It, too, had been filled with acid, 
but the liquid had evaporated and the 
“guns” were harmiess. A series of 
pipes leading from the roof to the 
room were filled with water, for some 
diabolical reason. 

There were indications that guns, 
gunpowder, explosives and bombs were 
the subjects of recent Danna inven- 
tions. They had also been working on 
a revolver silencer. 

Is it any wonder that a lunacy com- 
mission has been appointed to observe 
Pietro and Leonardo? 

In the Tombs, both brothers refuse 
to shave, and both refuse to retain 
counsel on the ground that they have 
no money, although Leonardo has a 
$6000 bank account and Pietro has 
$6500 to his credit.

ber of the Jackson County Court, and 

at one time a millionaire real estate 
operator of this city. 

His marital troubles, which recent- 
ly culminated in a divorce from his 
wife, Mra. Lora Ault Vrooman, a 
daughter of A. F. Ault, former presi- 
dent of the First National Bank of 
Tulsa, Oklahoma, and now a million- 
aire oil man of Kansas City, have cost 
Judge Vrooman his fortune. But more 
than that, they had involved him 
in lawsuits and criminal cases, indict- 
ments charging felonious assault upon 
Flyod E. Jacobs, prominent Kansas 
City lawyer and at one time Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor of Mis- 
sourt, and caused Vrooman to see his 
name in sensational newspaper head- 
lines. 

And then, last, St. Valentine’s day, 
when Judge Vrooman thought all of 
these cases had been settled and his 
difficulties were over, came a mysteri- 
ous incident to bring more notoriety 
to him and his former wife. This was 
the return by mail, from an anonymous 
sender, of jewels said to be valued at 
$50,000 to. his former wife's home at 
56509 Wornall. Road. Why and by 
whom the jewels were sent back, no- 
body knows. 


RS. VROOMAN received in the 
Y{ nat on St. Valentine's day a 

mysterious, plainly-wrapped 
package. It bore a Kansas City 
postmark and was addressed in 
lead pencil in an obviously dis- 
guised handwriting. She opened it 
casually, thinking it was just a val- 
entine, but to her surprise out 
dropped all of the jewels that had been 
taken from her in a holdup the night 
of February 11, 1929, more than a 
year previous. There were her dia- 
mond pins and rings, just as she had 
listed them for the police: 

Diamond bar pin, set with eleven 
diamonds of more than one carat each; 
Ring with three large diamonds; 

Wedding ring with ten or twelve 
smaller diamonds; 

Onyx ring with one large stone and 
twenty smaller ones; 

A valuable jeweled wrist watch. 

At the time of the robbery, Mrs. 
Vrooman told the police the jewels 
were worth more than $10,000. But 
how much more? Jewelers who know 
fix the value at approximately $50,000. 

Why then should such valuables be 
returned? No reward had been of- 
fered and the police never had ob- 
tained a worth while clew to their 
whereabouts, or to the identity of the 
holdup men. 

At the time of the robbery, cases

POLICE RADIO-A New 
Weapon Against the Criminal

DETROIT householder 
stepped out on his front 
porch for a few drags on 
his pre-bedtime cigarette. 
As he struck a match, his 
attention was attracted by 
the noise of an automobile motor along 
the bank of the Detroit river, a few 
hundred yards away. 

The car came to a sudden stop, a 
dark blur whose motor idled noisily. 
Two dark figures alighted, pulled out 
a long bundle and, each supporting an 
end, carried it to the edge of the river. 
There was a muffled shriek, followed 
by a splash, and the two dark fighres 
stumbled back to the car and 
scrambled in. A glowing cigarette 
stub was flicked from the driver’s seat 
as the machine rumbled forward in 
the darkness and disappeared. — 

“Somebody,” thought the house- 
holder, ‘“‘got taken for a ride.*’ He 
went inside, got the police department 
on the telephone, reported what he had 
seen and dashed for the river to pull 
out the victim. Meanwhile, the ser-

low the workings of courts. One eye- 
witness story usually prevails more 
strongly with a jury than several con+ 
fessions, due to skepticism about the 
methods of obtaining admissions. Cir- 
cumstantial evidence is even harder to 
get across to a jury. 

Detroit police have caught up with 
auto thieves several minutes after the 
theft. Bank robbers have been over- 
hauled and arrested in less than a 
minute after their crime. Hit-and-run 
drivers have been headed off and 
brought back to where their victims 
still lay in the street. So successful 
has the radio been that the Michigan 
state police have adopted it and will

Today he heads the National Telephone 
Directory Company, which publishes directories for many cities in the West 


and Southwest. Von Hoffmann had his finger in 
many things. He puttered with his inventions, be- 
came a balloon pilot and flew in the James Gordon 
Bennett races, taught his sons to be pilots when they 
were youngsters, educated all four children at Mis- 
souri University and took over a failing printing 
company, building it up to what is now the Von Hoff- 
mann Press. In the past few years he has also 
established a flying school and airplane sales agency, 
with offices at the Lambert-St. Louis Field. 

In one of his plays Shakespeare has Antony say 
of Caesar: ‘‘When the poor have cried, Caesar hath 
wept.”” One of Von Hoffmann’s outstanding charac- 
teristics has ever been to go Caesar one better. It 
has always been his idea that when the poor cry, 
they are hungry, and he has set about to feed them 
as the first item in relief. 


sh notion drew down fire upon his head when, 
in the winter of 1914, he opened a free soup 
kitchen for the unemployed. Thousands of men 
daily stood in line. Letter writers complained to the 
papers that many of the beneficiaries were lazy and 
didn't deserve to be fed. Von Hpffmann, up to his 
neck in the work of supervising the distribution of 
the soup, took time out to say that to him a hungry 
man was a hungry man, lazy or energetic. The critics 
said he was attracting an undesirable floating popu- 
lation to St. Louis. Von Hoffmann replied that the 
majority of his men were willing to work and were 
law-abiding, and the few that were not were hun- 
gry anyway. Possibly as he ladied out the steam- 
ing liquid he harked back to a time many years 
before in Philadelphia when a young Austrian immi- 
grant slept in dark doorways where the policemen 
wouldn't find him and in the daytime, to gain 
strength for the ordeal of job hunting, took his place 
in the soup line. 

At any rate, he maintained his soup kitchen

“T believe in having fun,’ is one article of the Von Hoffmann creed: ‘You 
see, in my boyhood in Vienna I didn’t have a lot of it. I am making up for it 
now. My adopted country has been good to me. 

“The money is not mine. It is borrowed and should be spent, not kept. 
It has given me great responsibilities. I must spend it wisely.”’ 

Eleven years ago he bought Mihaska, a beautiful Ozark resort extending 
over many acres, near Bourbon, Missouri. Von Hoffmann not only uses Mi- 
haska for the entertainment of his own guests but turns the cottages over to 
employes for week-ends and annual vacations. Artificial lakes brim with thou- 
sands of pretty rainbow trout, others contain blue-gill perch and bass. 

Every guest and vacationer is entitled to a eatch of 10 fish, which are 
kept in refrigerators until time to return to St. Louis. In the forests which 
cover much of the 3000-acre tract gray and fox squirrels abound, as well as 
quail and rabbit. 

For the enjoyment of children there is a cage of mogkeys and raceoons 
and stockades of deer and a pen of pheasants. There are playgrounds, 
beaches, a swimming pool, boats, saddle horses and other recreational 
facilities. And in a rock ‘“‘castle,”’ overlooking the Meramec River, is a modern 
dining room, dance floor, an electric plant and a den decorated with hunt- 
ing and fishing trophies. 


HE human touch has never been missing from Von Hoffmann's activi- 
ties, and it has built up around him a queer acquaintance. A shabby 
down-and-outer shuffled into the office of the Von Hoffmann Press a 
few years ago and asked to see the president. 
His name was relayed to Von Hoffmann, who did not recognize it, but 
ordered the visitor brought in. 
“Don’t you remember me?” the visitor asked, standing with hat in hand 
near the door. 
Von Hoffmann looked hard and replied that he didn't. | 
“Why, Mr. Von,” said the stranger, “I was one of the first customers 
your soup kitchen ever had. You ought to know me. I was there almost every 
day.”’ 
Von Hoffmann laughed. 
“Well, what are you doing now?’ he asked. 
“I am just out of the hospital, Mr. Von, and need five dollars. Can you 
stake me?r*’ 
“IT can’t refuse to take care of an old customer,” said Vou Hoffmann, aad 
handed him the five. 
As has been indicated, Von Hoffmann's accomplishments are not lingual. 
In fact, one of his wrestling matches with the English tongue is the subdject 
of a story he is fond of telling on himself. During his adventure with the 
vanilla bean in Mexico he was a guest of honor af a state dinner in Mexico 
City.

The Gun That Fired 75 Miles

than that of the range, that is, for the 
compass direction. So great was the 
range that a correction had to be made 
for the rotation of the earth and this 
varied with the compass direction in 
which the gun would be fired. If, for 
example, it was desired to fire on a 
target 75 miles due south, it would be 
necessary to aim the gun on a point 
east of the target. . When the 
projectile had traveled south the dis- 
tance of 75 miles, the point due south 
of the gun had moved on east.” This 
change had to be computed. 

The morning of the twenty-third 
arrived. The gun crew was ready. ‘The 
order for loading was given and all 
sprang to with a will. The projectile 
was hauled over on the ammunition 
track, hoisted to the loading platform, 
and its tray locked to the massive gun 
breech. The crew that had done this 


in practice so often fitted the rammer 
carefully to the base, slid the projectile 
forward to the end of the powder 
chamber, carefully turned it to fit into 
the grooves of the gun, and then with 
a mighty heave rammed it home.” The 
three powder charges were introduced. 
The block was locked, the electric 
switch closed, the gun rose to its firing 
position. ‘A gun whose length equaled 
the height of the average 10-story 
building” raised its muazie above the 
tops of the trees. At 7:17 the order 
to fire was given. ‘With a terrific, 
crashing roar, the great gun belched 
forth, a huge cloud of orange-red 
smoke and incandescent gas. The pro- 
jectile had gone. The great gun re- 
coiled violently in its cradle, came to 
rest, and then slowly slid forward into 
battery.” 


But in Paris—it was “7:20 when 


the few people about on the Quai de 
Seine. . . were startled by the crash 
of something that exploded on the 
stone pavements in front of the house 
No. 6 along the Quai. Fragments and 
missiles hissed through the air, spat- 
tering the stone buildings and break- 
ing windows. Seemingly no one was 
hurt... . At 7:40 a second explosion 
occurred. . . The sound and shock 
were terrific to the hundreds about the 
Gare de l'Est. The pavements here 
were crowded, even so early. In front 
of the railway station there is an en- 
trance to the three subway lines which 
have a junction at this point. The 
bomb struck on the cobbles of the 
Boulevard de Strasbourg, not a bun- 
dred feet from one entrance to the 
subway lines, and exploded entirely 
above the surface of the street. For 
an instant the hundreds of people 
were stunned; the cobbles were torn 
up for several yards and fragments of 
metal and stone spattered the walls of 
the houses and tore the people; the 
concussion broke windows all about, 
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turned over and demolished a news 
stand and some carts. The natural 
instinct of the crowd was to flee... . 
Bight of those who lay about on the 
streets and pavements were dead. 
Thirteen others were more or less 
seriously hurt."’ 

Bo it continued. For months Paris 
was subjected to bombardment after 
bombardment. But the German ar- 
tillerymen did not go unscathed. One 
of the guns blew off its breech, and 
men were killed and wounded. 

Germany had constructed seven of 
these great guns. Within a week from 
the day firing began one had been 
worn out and another had burst. An- 
other had been worn out before, test- 
ing projectiles. Later, when the Ger- 
man advance pushed on toward Paris, 
these guns were rebored, for the de- 
crease in firing distance made it pos- 
sible to send a larger projectile, which 
the reboring made necessary, into the 
capital. The Paris gun, a product of 
the new science, had literally tri- 
umphed over time and space.

000 bacteria, and proof may be 
had by counting them. 

As to prevention of the disease, 
science feels that the main point 
has been settled. It amounts sim- 
ply to this: Keep away from new 
parrots until they have remained 
in quarantine for a month or 80 
and you are pretty likely to keep 
away from psittacosis. But as to 
a specific or a serum for counter- 
acting the malady once it has de- 
veloped, there is still much to be 
learned, much experimentation to 
be carried out. 

In the recent outbreak, 
therapeutic efforts were di- 
rected particularly to production 
of ah efficacious serum.
